This naturally does not mean 
that Icelanders do not regret 
the temporary ‘loss of their in- 
dependence, but that they ne- 
knowledge the inevitability of 
the move and have faith in the 
British Government's word that 
the occupation will not fast any 
Jonger than is necessary.

So long as activity was confined to 
diplomatic channels, and so long as 
notes only were exchanged the 
Japanese were easily led to belleve 
that all was well, especially in view 
of the fact that whenever action did 
take place, It involved a retrent on 
the part of the Britlh and the 
Americans, and the advance of the 
Japanese. 

These recent orders of evacuation, 
however, indicate that a new order 
in Asix is in process of belng ar- 
ranged. It looks like cleariag the 
ring. Such facts must obviously be- 
wilder the people of Japan’ who 


‘already have endured three years of 


war and are in no fit ‘condition 
stand a heavier strain. 

Success even ona small scale, 
together with -frecdom from fear of 
invasion, blurs the vision of Japanese 
slatesmen and. leads them on {o 
further adventure.

She was under the’ lm- 
pression that America would, in no 
circumstances, resort to war, and that 
if there were any suggestion of that 
kind, the slgned pact would frighten 
her off, It is extraordinary how far 
self-deception can go, 

It is no wonder that the Konoye 
Cabinet is Ukely to undergo a 
change.

The Privy 
Council in Tokyo deliberated over 
the pact business for twelve and a 
half hours before it arrived at Its 
fatal decision.

Instead of proving to be the climax 
of success for Japanese diplomacy, it 
Proved to be the breaking point of 
American toleration of the present 
situation In the Far East, It was the 
one thing needed to rouse America

lenge and put her embargoes on the 
war material essential to Japan and 
then proceeded to evacuate her 
nationals in order to provo her inten- 
tlon of proceeding to extremes un- 
less the Japanese policy was reversed. 

There {s stlll hope that Japan wil! 
renlise that this pact was ill concelved 
and was brought to birth at a most 
inopportune moment. As it fs a tlme 
of stress for the natlonal family, in- 
fanticide is permissible with regard 
to it.
